St. Paul, Jan. 20 (ZP) — Cloak­ 
ing every move in strictest secre­ 
cy , Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation agents today intensified 
efforts to complete their kidnap- 
killing case against Peter Anders. 
The 30-y ear-old former lum­ 
berjack was seized at Los An­ 
geles for the abduction and 
slay ing of Charles S. Ross, a 
wealthy Chicago manufacturer. 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI chief, has 
announced Anders confessed not 
only abducting and killing Ross 
but also the slay ing of an ac­ 
complice, J. Atwood Gray . 
Brought here under heavy 
guard in a surprise airplane 
flight Tuesday night, Anders was 
lodged in the FBI office and has 
been secreted since. Nor has 
Hoover been seen in public since 
shortly after his arrival. • 
The airliner in which the pris­ 
oner arrived stood in a hangar 
at the municipal airport, fueled 
and ready for flight on short no­ 
tice. 
The FBI office gave no hint as 
to the nature of the feverish ac­ 
tivity set in motion by Hoover’s 
and Anders’ arrival. Carloads of 
men, some dressed in heavy clo­ 
thing and some carry ing tools 
for digging, sped away from the 
building y esterday . They osten­ 
sibly were on the hunt for the 
bodies of Ross and Gray . 
The concentration of agents 
here gave rise to a belief that 
the kidnapers operated in this 
territory before and for a short 
time after the pay ment of $50,- 
000 ransom. 
These q uestions 
awaited answers: 
Where did the kidnapers hide 
out with the captive Ross for 13 
day s before he was slain? Was 
Anders involved in other kid- 
napings? Did St. Paul under­ 
world connections help Anders 
dispose of most of the “hot 
money ” and afford him refuge? 
Hoover has said the killings

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WOMEN IN CRIME 
Women are arrested from time to time charged 
with serious crimes of v iolence. The ex planation 
is not unusual that those thus charged “ did it 
for fun and adv enture” or for “ a thrill.” The 
recent report of Lotus H. Loudon, chairman of 
the California Institute for Women, contains an 
interesting echo of this v iewpoint. He said: 
“ Women take up crime less for gain than for 
attention. Most of the women in the State Prison 
at Tehachapi are indiv iduals, self-conscious, and 
hav e sat by life’s roadside watching the gay 
stream of life go by .” 
Perhaps the same may be true of some men 
criminals. There is, howev er, further food for 
thought in an announcement from Washington 
that the Gov ernment plans an Alcatraz ty pe of 
prison for hard-boiled women conv icts, some­ 
times referred to as “ gun molls.” According to 
p ress disp atches, informed p ersons indicated last 
week the institution would p robably be p ut in 
Eastern Kentucky or at Braggs. Okla., where 
officials hav e already insp ected tentativ e sites. 
Construction of a strong p rison for incorrigible 
“ gang or gun molls” is adv ocated by Attorney 
General Cummings, Director J. Edgar Hoov er of 
the F. B I. and James V. Bennett, director of the 
Bureau of Prisons. 
Mr. Bennett told Mr. Cummings the Justice De­ 
p artm ent industrial reformatory for women at 
Alderson, W. Va., had, for more than a y ear, ex ­ 
ceeded its cap acity of 500. He added its facilities 
were not designed for keep ing serious female 
offenders conv icted of p articip ation in organized 
crimes of violence. Arrangements had been made, 
he added, to lodge some of the women law­ 
breakers in the New Jersey State Prison but it 
was p roblematical how long such arrangements 
could be continued. 
If it is true, as Mr. Loudon say s, women become 
murdering gangsters for the thrills and attention 
they get out of it, both ambitions are likely to be 
imp eded if there awaits them at the end of the 
trail such a p rison as Alcatraz is for men.
